Teense in Palm Beach County it is 
necessary only for an applicant to 
have in his possession а Florida 
State Sales Tax number, for which 
he pays $1.00, and a Merchants 
State Retail license, for which he 
фаз paid $10.00. If he is not a citi- 
"zen E must have a card showing 
that he is a registered alien as re- 

“quired by the U. 8. Emigration and 
"Naturalization Service. 

If he has these meager creden- 

„tias the County Tax Collector can- 
not refuse to sell him a license to 
operate in competition with local 

merchants, merchants who have 
established their integrity through 
years of operation and who must 
pay a high overhead to stay in bus- 

Aness. 


Most peddlers do not admit 
having a taxable inventory and 
Fthey have no place of business on 
which they pay taxes. They buy 
'only very low-grade merchandise 
which а respectable merchant 
-would not permit on his shelves. 
FThe peddler uses public property 
for displaying his wares, frequent- 
‘ly notorious for trickery in making 
"sales and.is a master of “short 
change” techniques. 
E ndamental to the welfare 
(Df x community is the local mer- 
“thant who maintains an inventory 
of stock to supply his customers for 
+gpecialty occasion as well as in 
daily needs. These merchants fully 
meet responsibility in the payment 
of taxes which provid efor police, 
fire and other protection to the 
community which he serves.

"worthwhile community drive and 
projects for community welfare 
¿and betterment are accepted and 
¿supported as their way of life. If 
he sells an item which is not up to 
Š standard, he makes either an ex- 
Ў; change or gives a refund.

Learn From Santa Claus 


Again at Christmastime, the 
United States is at war and the 
thought of peace on earth, good 
will toward men seems as much 
of a dream as ever. But neverthe- 
less, Christmas is a day of family 
gatherings and good cheer, a per- 
iod when we seek to be helpful to 
the afflicted and less fortunate. 

But above all, Christmas is a 
time for the children. It is a great 
mystery of life to them. Fortunate 
are those who can believe in Santa 
Claus for a few years. What a thrill 
it is for them to go to bed looking 
forward to the morning when they 
will find a stocking filled with pre- 
sents and candy and a Christmas 
tree shining with light. Just the 
smell of such a Christmas morning 
is something that stays Girone 
life. Doubly fortunate is the child 
whose stocking hangs in front of a 
fireplace on Christmas morning. 

The visit of the unseen Santa 
means more than just gifts. It 
causes even the children to think 
of the less fortunate and to share 
their blessings with others. — . 

Christmas dinner with family 
and friends is a never to be forgot- 
ten occasion for young and old a- 
like. So as you enjoy it this year 
in your home, think of the count- 
less millions over the world, who 
are not so blessed and resolve to do 
your best to make Santa Claus a 
reality for someone. In the mean- 
time, if you gain humility from the 

ood fortune that is yours, Santa 
laus will not have called in vain. 


Historians tell of a great In- 
dian Chief wlhio-resided with his 
tribe in the Wallowa mountains in 
northeast Oregon. He was leader 
of the Nez Perce Indians and was 
known as Chief Joseph. As the 
white men moved into his beloved 
land, he resisted their encroach- 
ment with a skill and a stubborness 
born of desperation that gained 
him the admiration of friend and 
foe alike. He was finally placed on 
a reservation where he died in 
1904. 

Of late, there has been. some 
question whether he actually died 
in 1904 or at some later date. To 
one historian, the question is irrele- 
vant because Chief Joseph, “From 
the time he was incarcerated . . . 
and not permitted to return to Wal- 
lowa after the defeat of the Nez 
Perces by the U. S. Army... he 
was just existing, his spirit had 
gone. The great man we tell of in 
history had died." In short, when 
Chief Joseph was deprived of his 
freedom, he no longer desired to 
live. 

The artificial security of the 
reservation, where he was guar- 


anteed three meals a day, was по body. 


substitute for freedom. Is there 
not a lesson in the story of Chief 
Joseph for all of us? We place a 
high value on material security 
sa. high that we are permitting our- 
selves to be enmeshed in an intri- 
cate web of restrictions, taxes and 
welfare programs that one day may 
make us al! inmates of a vast re- 
servation. Can our spirit accept in- 
carceration any more than that of 
the Indian Chief, who could not 
live without freedom? 
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Governor Romney — No Conservative 


With the approach of a new 
session of Congress, the con- 
servative-thinking people of 
America will be looking eager- 
ly for individuals in public life 
who can demonstrate capacity 
for leadership. A real possibilty 
exists that conservatism will be 
able to achieve a major break- 
through in 1968, but leader- 
ship is essential at the top level 

In some of his remarks on 
spending and economic mat- 
ters, Gov. George Romney, 
Republican governor of Mich- 
igan, has indicated a respect 
for business principles. But 
Gov. Romney's fitness for 
higher elective office has been 
called into account recently 
because of the release of a let- 
ter which he addressed to Bar- 
ry Goldwater after the 1964 
presidential election. 

In that self-serving letter, 
written in reply to Mr. Gold- 
waters question as to „why 
Gov. Romney did not, support 
him in 1964, Gov., Romney 
revealed a shocking” bias a- 
gainst the Southern voters who 
chose to support the Arizonian 
in the last national election. 
Gov. Romney accused Sen. 
Goldwater of organizing his 
campaign in such a way as to 
appeal to white, rural South- 
ern voters. 

This is a very unfortunate 
and distressing accusation. The 
inference is that a presidential 
candidate should not favor this 
class of Americans. Oh sure, 
the liberal politicians in both 
parties apparently are all right, 
in Gov. Romney's book, if 
they appeal to the minority 
bloc vote in the cities of Am- 
erica. But the meaning of his 
words is that he does not ap- 
prove of taking note of the 
political wants of people who 
reside in a flourishing part of 
the country and who, down 
through the years, have been 


dedicated 
government. 

It is very questionable, there- 
fore, whether Gov. Romney 
could be considered favorably 
by conservatives. A President 
of the United States should re- 
gard all the people and regions 
of America with equal favor. 
His bias against the white, rur- 
al Southern voter should be 
offensive not only to the peo- 
ple of the South but to all 
‘Americans who believe in fair 
play and respect for those who 
espouse states rights. 

Gov. Romney's leadership 
also is suspect on other grounds 
His comments on the war in 
Viet Nam, in which Ameri- 
cans are resisting the advance 
of communism, are unsatisfac- 
tory to many conservatives. He 
persists in saying that-he doesnt 
know enough about the con- 
flict to arrive at a clear decis- 
ion regarding it. If this is the 
case, Gov. Romney in effect 
disqualifies himself for high 
national office. 

How much time does he need 
to make up his mind about а 
war sponsored by the com- 
munis? The Viet Nam war 
has been going on for years. 
The man in the street certainly 
understands the basic strategic 
reality, namely that the com- 
munists are trying to nibble 
away at Southeast Asia. 

If the grdinary 21-year-old 
and younger can comprehend 
the stake the U. S. has in op- 
posing Red  empire-building, 
ihen Gov.

A recent announcement that 
the New Jersey Department of 
Agriculture was celebrating its 
SOth anniversary brought to 
mind that the Florida Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will be 
marking its 100 year in 
1968. 

It seems that there has al- 
ways been agriculture in Flor- 
ida. This phase of economic 
activity has been mentioned 
numerous times in even the 
earliest reports of historical 
Florida. 

Federal and State documents. 
relating to the legal background 
of the State take agriculture 
into consideration by various 
laws, rules and regulations. 

However, the office of the 
Commissioner was not 
tioned until the fourth Con- 
stitution of the State of Flor- 
ida which was adopted їп 
1868. Then the title was Com- 
mmissioner of Immigration 

Duties called for the Com- 
missioner to organize a Bur- 
Immigration for the 
purpose of furnishing informa- 
tion, and the encouragement 
of immi The office was 
set to expire at the end of 15 
years. but the State Legisla. 
ture had the power to continue 
it by law 

In 1871, that Constitution 
was amended, and the offices 
of the Surveyor-General and 
Commissioner of Immigration 
were under the 
name of the Commissioner of 
Lands and Immigration. 

A new Constitution was a- 
dopted by a convention held 
in Ta see in 1885, and it 
was ratified at the general 
election of. 1886 and became 
effective January 1, 1887. 
The former Commissioner of 
Lands and Immigration was 
made Commissioner of Agri 
culture. He was also at that 
time given supervision of the 
State Prison.

For a basic candle, place 
the wick along the lengthwise 


edge of thé beeswax founda- 
tion, and wrap the edge of the 
foundation around the wick, 
Then roll the foundation tightly 
like a jellyroll. It will stick un- 
der slight pressure. 

After а few minutes’ prac- 
tice on the basic candle you 
will be ready to try more com- 
plicated ones. 

As a starter, try cutting the 
beeswax diagonally into two 
pieces. This will form two tri- 
angles. Place a wick as you 
did with the rectangular sheet 
along the edge and start roll- 
ing. As you roll, the diagonal 
edge will begin to form a spir- 
al pattern around the finished 
candle. 

Using the diagonal cut bees- 
wax and a little imagination, 
you can make Christmas trees, 
Yule logs, and other candle 
designs. 

Many types of decoration 
can be added to the candles, 
If you want to accentuate your 
spiral candle, try dipping the 
diagonal edge in melted cray- 
on of a contrasting color. 


Candles may be sprayed with 
Paint or rolled in sparkle or 


sequins for additional decora- 
tion.
